N otw ithstanding all the talk about P en ­ 
nell, however, th e authorities are not con­ 
senting calmly to dump the Burdick m ur­ 
der tragedy on to a dead man. There 
are a num ber of points to be considered 
before any such branding of a dead m an 
becomes a finality or even is accepted as 
being a part solution of the mystery. One 
of the criminal authorities is quoted as 
saying; 


“There are several reasons to believe 
three things; First, th a t the m urder was 
committed by more th an one person; sec­ 
ond, th a t a t least one of the persons im ­ 
plicated was entirely familiar with the 
interior of the Burdick home and w hat 
perhaps is most im portant of all, is (third) 
th a t the m urderer or murderers had no 
fear of interruption while at their work 
or immediately afterwards. 


•'On the first point I do not care to 
say much. 


"As to the second point, familiarity with 
the interior of the nouse,

to the fact that after the work w as done 
the m urderer washed his o r her hands 
and m ust have known where a wash basin 
w as to be l'ounci.

was blood on the inside knob of the den 
door there was no. blood on the knob on 
the outer door to the house which had 
been purposely left open for th e purpose 
of creating the Impression th a t burglars 
had entered the house.

In 
view of the fact that Mrs. Pennell died 
so soon after her husband w as killed it 
is suggested th a t the executors named in 
the will be allowed to act. 
The m atter 
has not been definitely settled, and an 
adm inistrator for the estate may be ap ­ 
pointed by the court. 


W hen Mrs. Burdick comes to the stand 
Monday she will probably be called upon 
to Identify the letter mentioned above. 
She knew both the dead men, Burdick and 
Pennell, 
probably better than an y one 
person in the world and her testimony 
promises to be the most im portant and 
interesting of the entire proceedings. 


Tile details of the strained relations be­ 
tween the two dead men were gathered 
immediately after the murder of Burdick 
an d before the death of Pennell. Pennell 
stated frankly to the authorities th a t the 
relations between himself and 
Burdick 
were “strained, very strained.” 
In fact, 
a f t e r the m urder of 
Burdick, 
Pennell 
spoke to others than the authorities of the 
hostility between him and Burdick. 
On 
the day he w as first arranging to give 
o u t a statem ent for publication he spoke 
of p art of w hat he «intended to say. 


“ It deals with Burdick,” said Pennell, 
referring to this part of 
the 
proposed 
statement. "Some say th a t it comes with 
ill grace from me to abuse a dead man, 
b u t Burdick was no saint and when the 
time comes th a t I m ust make a statement 
•in, the newspapers In defense of myself 
from w hat other newspapers are printing 
labbut m e, I intend to let people know just 
th e kind of m an he was, and then per­ 
haps, some of them will turn a little 
Of their time to him th a t they are now 
devoting to prying into m y affairs.

did npt like him and he did not like me, 
and ’ wo both knew it, and I have told 
th e police frankly tha t we were not on 
good terras.

AN EXCEPTIONALLY SEVERE 


MARCH BLIZZARD IN DENVER

Denver, March 18.—One of the most se­ 
vere storms Denver has ever experienced 
started early this morning. 
Its fury in­ 
creased until by 9 o’clock it had reached 
the proportions of a blizzard. High winds 
prevailed, accompanied by heavy snow 
fäll which played havoc with traffic and 
caused great discomfiture to all persons 
compelled to be out. 
Street cars, with 
a very few exceptions, were completely 
tied up within the city limits, and njany 
persons were forced to walk to their busi­ 
ness and back to their homes. 
People 
who had been caught out, sought the 
shelter of doorways or any other place 
th a t afforded shelter to get beyond the 
reacli of the blinding snow tha t 
came 
down in needle points. 
It was impossible 
to see three feet ahead and progress was 
very slow, even the people in vehicles 
giving up the struggle and seeking pro­ 
tection for themselves and their horses.

the same time. 
Officials of ail the rail­ 
roads tried to look pleasant, but as the 
storm increased in its fury, their expres­ 
sions changed to a worried look which 
increased

moving along nicely, but as the hours 
passed it became evident th a t the storm 
was of greater m a g n i t u d e than was at first 
thought. As the day passed, trains became 
more and more over-due and when even­ 
ing came the blizzard had relaxed consid­ 
erably and tonight trains are moving on 
fairy good time. Fortunately the telephone 
an d telegraph wires have not been inter­ 
fered with. 
Great apprehension is felt 
for the safety of the mountain trains. 


Conditions east of Denver 
are

threatening than anyw here else, trains be­ 
ing s cau g h t, In the blizzard hardly be­ 
ing able to make any progress because of 
the high winds and snow-drifts. In some 
places in the streets 0 5 this city the snow 
drifted four feet deep, while the street 
car tracks .were covered in m any places

mother, and Maggie Murray, cook in 
the Burdick household, the two women 
who discovered Burdick lying deau in 
his den. 


The other women, whose nam es have 
been mentioned during the progress of 
the investigation, including n rs. Bur­ 
dick. Mrs. Paine, Katie Koening, a maid 
in Burdick's home, and Miss Romance, 
Mrs. Arthur R. Pennell's maid, were in 
the court room but they were not called 
upon to testify. 


The Burdick fam ily was well repre­ 
sented by counsel. 
District Attorney 
Coatsworth conducted the exam ination 
of witnesses. 
The most 
interesting 
witness of the day was Mrs. Hull. 
She 
is a little woman with a nervous but 
resolute face, blue eyes and gray aair. 
She was gowned entirely in black and 
wore a long mourning veil, fastened 
well hack from her forehead. 


Notwithstanding her *54 years, Mrs. 
Hull 6tood up under two hours of severe 
exam ination 
by

Attorney 
Coatsworth with remarkable coolness.; 
Her answers were given in a calm, 
quiet tone, excepting now and t~en 
when her voice took on a peculiar ring.

The purpose of this investigation is 
to lay this crime, if possible, at the door 
of someone.'' 


Dr. Howland was examined by Dis­ 
trict Attorney Coatsworth. 
He «aiu he 
had been summoned to the Burdick 
home by telephone on the morning of 
February 27. 
Dr. Marcy met him at 
the door and told him "that som etning 
had been going on in there, and that 
Mr. Burdick was dead." 


“ I am not sure." continued Dr. How­ 
land. "but I think he told me that he 
was not certain whether it was murder 
or suicide. 
He asked me to make it 
out as a case of suicide if possible, as 
there had been a good deal of gossip 
in the neighborhood respecting the re­ 
lations existing betwreen Mr. and Mrs. 
Burdick.” 


The witness said he then examined 
the body and told Dr. Marcy that it 
was impossible to entertain the suicide 
theory for a minute.

, Pueblo, March 15.—A daring attempt 
at,rob&tjry and .brutal tragedy in the 
Most fashionable restaurant created 
intense excitem ent early this evening.

San Francisco. March 13.—James .1. 
Hill, president of the Northern Securi­ 
ties company, is planning to invade 
California by way of the north with 
lines of the direct Northern railway, 
according to the Call. 
It is further 
stated that two surveys have been made 
along the California and Oregon coast 
between Portland and San Francisco 
and that those Interested in these sur­ 
veys have already submitted to Mr. 
Hill two routes by which he can reach 
San Francisco. 
One surveying party 
w-orked northward from Marin county 
and the other southward from Port­ 
land. Ore. 
Both routes surveyed are 
shorter than the Shasta route of the 
Southern Pacific company, one by 3 20 
m iles and the other by at least 140 
miles. 
It is claimed that the routes 
selected by the Hill surveyors guaran­ 
tee the construction of a railroad along 
a grade of about 2 per cent as against 
4 per cent and more which is experi­ 
enced along the Southern Pacific line. 


The further inform ation has been 
obtained that in routing the new line 
the surveyors were instructed to in­ 
clude Coos Bay among the towns to 
be touched or some other city on Coos 
bay, Crescent City and.Eureka, in Cali­ 
fornia, but it is possible that the latter 
two points may now be ignored, for

MRS. M’KENSIE NARROWLY 
ESCAPES DEATH BY 


INHALING GAS 1 UMES 


Yesterday morning at 8:30, Mrs. N. 
C. McKensio, head nurse of the *iome 
sanitarium at 329 East Kiowa street, 
was found in her room nearly dead 
from the effects of escaping gas. Mrs. 
McKensie retired Thursday night at 
the usual time, 9 o'clock, and was in 
tne best of spirits. She is in the habit 
of arising'at about 7 o’clock, but did 
not come down at the usual time yes­ 
terday morning and it was supposed 
that she had only overslept and would 
be down later. 
When at S: 30 Mrs. 
McKensie did not appear the household 
became alarmed and Dr. Samuel Rog­ 
ers, the head of the home, accompanied 
by his son and T. Shelton, a patient 
at the home, went to the room and 
forced the door. 
When they entered, 
the gas jet was found wide open and 
the gas was still escaping. So strong 
were the fumes that the men found it 
nearly impossible to enter the room. 
Mrs. McKensie was found lying face 
downward on the floor where she had 
evidently fallen, as there was a severe 
bruise on the side of her face. 


At the time she was found, Mrs. 
McKensie was very nearly gone, as 
she was partly paralyzed and her eyes 
had already glazed. By 12 o clock she 
had begun to improve and at 4 yes­ 
terday afternoon was able to articulate 
very slightly'. - At 7 she was able to 
talk a little and took some nourish­ 
ment, and at1 8 Was resting easily and 
was able to talk although the attend­ 
ing physician did not deem it wise to 
question her as to the accident. 


It is supposed that some time early 
yesterday 
morning 
Mrs. 
McKensie 
arose and wishing to know the time 
attempted to light the gas, and, the 
match going out. she was unable to 
find another or find the gas jet to turn 
off the gas. This would be easily pos­ 
sible as Mrs. McKensie is a very short 
woman and could barely reach the jet. 
All the doors and windows being shut, 
the gas very soon overcame her and 
she fell to the 
floor and lay there 
until found by the attendants. 
Mrs. 
McKensie is 67 years old and is the 
mother of five children, all of whom 
are married. She has a brother, Will­ 
iam Robnett of this city. Her children 
are: William McKensie. living north 
of the city: Mrs. Robert Haines, also 
living north of the city; Mrs. Ina Low- 
max of Cripple Creek; Mrs. Anna Vow- 
ell of Washington, and Mrs. Irene Mc- 
Cullum of Idaho Springs.

W ise of this 
city, and to the high tim e he h as had 
during the last w eek a t th e A ntlers hotel 
of this city and the Im perial hotel of 
Pueblo. 


He w as brought from P ueblo early yes­ 
terday m orning by D eputy S heriff George 
F. D ayton and taken a t once to the county 
jail w here he w as placed under the care of 
Jailer John F. Nelson. 
The provisions 
of the new juvenile law, how ever, pro­ 
hibit the Incarceration In jatl of boys un­ 
der 16 y ea rs of age, and he w as k ep t at 
th e home of the ja ile r In custody of the 
m atron, Mrs. John F. Nelson. 


W hen seen there yesterday afternoon 
he w as extrem ely p enitent and declared 
th a t he would go back to D enver a s soon 
as his trial had come off, and try to 
forget his recent escapades. 


"I did about w hat the G azette said I 
did," he stated, “ but I am glad th a t I 
w as caught for the reason th a t had I not 
been, th ere would doubtless have been 
m ore charges ag ain st me than there now 
is." 


In response to a question ask in g the 
reason for his actions, he stated : “ Well, 
I could not get on at home, possibly it 
w as nothing, and I guess it was, b u t I 
thought I w as being imposed upon and I 
m agnified my injuries so th a t I thought 
I could not live at home any longer and 
I ran aw ay. 


“My fath er, W. H. N eum an, and my 
m other live on P ark hill, D enver, and are 
well know n there. They have the respect 
of the neighborhood and I am sorry th a t 
I have done anything to m ar th eir repu­ 
tation. 


“My fath er Is a forem an carpenter and 
has a good position. 
I h a ir alw ays g-one 
to school until this y»ar and then I failed 
to atten d for the reason that I w anted a 


sh o rt rest before beginning the w ork ot 
the high school. 


“ I have never read an y dime novels as 
some have stated and have never had an y 
bad associates. 
I m erely 
hatched 
out 
these schem es after J had run aw ay from 
home. 


"I left home F riday tw o weeks ago and 
for five or six days I worked in Denver, 
then one night I bought some quinine for 
a drunken m an a t his request, he giving 
m e a $20 bill, and w hen I took it back 
to him he told me to keep the change. 


“This seem ed to com e so easy th a t I 
set to w ork schem ing out other w ays of 
g ettin g money, w ith the present result. 


‘‘I in te n d ' to go to school a fte r I get 
back to D enver and behave m yself." 


N eum an is an unusually bright boy for 
his age an d uses the best of language 
In his conversations. H e will be arraigned 
before1 Judge O rr of the county court th is 
m orning a t 10 o'clock and his trial will 
doubtless be set for th e next day If it is 
not called at once. 


U nder the provisions o f 
the 
juvenile 
law tho m ost severe punishm ent th a t can 
be given him will be a sentence to the 
Industrial school a t Oolden or to the R e­ 
form school a t Denver. 


The law perm its of a parole however, in 
cases of the first offense. 
If N eum an is 
paroled he will be required to m ake a 
report to th e cou rt from tim e to time. 


H is fath er has been telegraphed for and 
he will doubtless be In attendance a t the 
arraig n m en t today. 


H e h as returned the suit case bought 
from Mr. W ise and has sent him the 
additional $15. He declares th a t Mr. W ise 
has stated th a t he would not push the 
case ag ain st him. 


From all accounts N eum an Is a m ost 
fastidious young man. 
W hen at the A n t­ 
lers he insisted upon having th e best the 
hotel afforded, and com plained bitterly 
of the fact th a t at the Pueblo hotel he 
w as unable to get a room w ith a bath.

PASSED SECOND R EAD IN G 


Denver, M arch IS.— The fish and gam e 
bill, fixing the season for b u nting and 
fishing, and providing penalties for vio­ 
lation of the law passed on second read ­ 
ing this afternoon, the senate having spent 
a g reat deal of time considering the m eas­ 
ure. during the past few days. 
Several 
am endm ents were m ade in order to m ore 
efficiently protect the creatu res to which 
rod and gun are a m enace. 
The shooting 
seasons w ere arran g ed as follows: deer 
w ith horns, Septem ber 15 to 30, a fte r 1906; 
m ountain sheep and antelope, with horns, 
O ctober 15 to 35, after 190«; elk, w ith horns, 
Novem ber 1 to 5, after inOli; prairie chick­ 
ens, sage chickens and grouse, Septem ber 
1 to O ctober JO; 
wild turkeys, Septem ­ 
ber 1 to O ctober 20. a fte r 1906. All w ater 
lowl and snore birds, Septem ber in to 
April 15, except above 7,000 feet altitude, 
when the season will be from Septem ber 
15 to M ay 1. provided no food shall be 
placed w ithin 100 yards of the Bhorp or 
any blinds for decoying wild fowl. Doves, 
A ugust 1 to A ugust 30, after 1906. Crested 
quail, N ovem ber 1 to 3ft. a fte r 1906; Bob 
W hite quail. O ctober 1 to 31. after 1906; 
trout, not less th an seven Inches long and 
other fish, Ju n e 1 to O ctober 31. 


Senator M cG uire's resolution providing 
th a t each senator select a preferred bill 
for consideration w as before the senate 
this m orning. 
The 
resolution 
specified 
th a t such selections w ere to be taken up 
in num erical order in which the bills were 
introduced. 
The resolution 
caused 
an 
hour's w rangle, finallv passing. 


Of Interest to M iners. 


The bill to give the right of em inent do­ 
m ain to common c a rd e rs and give them 
the right to condemn right nf w ay under 
and across an o th er's property, upon the 
paym ent to the other of a proppr com pen­ 
sation, passed on second reading. 
The 
m easure is senate bill No. 99, by Senator 
Roberts, and during the discussion while it 
w as being considered. Senator H allett de­ 
clared: "This 
bill 
is 
in 
favor 
of the 
poor m iner who w ants to w ork." 


S enator C ornfoith responded: “ It is in 
favor of the m an who w ari's to w ork his 
neighbor. 
This is one of those ipnocent- 
looking bills th at if passed will tu rn out 
to m ake us up against it. and will give 
the poor follow who owns the mine the 
w orst of the deal, and allow w ealthy cor­ 
porations to rob poor m iners." 


S enator Owen thought th a t only com ­ 
panies organized exclusively to tran sp o rt 
ores should be allowed the privilege of 
exercising the rig h t to condem n another 
m an's property, as it would cause m any 
com plications If m ining com panies are al­ 
lowed the privilege. 


Those in favor of the bill contended th a t 
a de*p tunnel Is the m ost economic method 
of m ining and as very rich m ines are rare, 
while low grade ones are plentiful, and 
can be w orked m ore profitably by this 
m ethod, they declared th a t the tunnel 
would be a common ca rrier and would be 
beneficial to all concerned, th a t a poor 
man could not be im posed upon, as he 
has the rig h t to reso rt to the courts and 
If this is done, the p arty w orking his prop­ 
erty m ust stop operations and not take out 
any mor« ore. 


H ouse P roceed in gs. 


In the house, proceedings this m orning 
opened w ith th e reading of a protest from 
the M iners union a t C entral City ag ain st 
th e presence of troops in Colorado City, 
(n view of th e course taken by the gov­ 
ernor in reoalllng the troops, the petition 
w as laid on the table. 


R epresentative

173 w as placed or*, th e calendar. 
A fter a 


good deal of w rangling it w as decided to 
fram e another bill, as three o ther rep re­ 
sentatives had bills and am endm ents em ­ 
bracing Mr. M oler's bill.

shape to insert into the bill. 


H ouse bill No. 38 by M eservc w as next 
considered. This is a bill appropriating 
JWO.tWO for continuing- construction on the 
state canal No. I. the canal beginning in 
the Royal gorge, and em ptying on the 
M est between Canon City and Florence. 
It Is estim ated th a t $300,000 will be re­ 
quited to com plete the canal. 


For State In stitu tio n s. 


The following bills w ere reported by the 
house appropriation com m ittee: house bill 
No. 20, to appropriate $550,500 for the School 
for the D eaf and Blind:

This appropriation had 
been cut from $250,000 to $200,0(10. H ouse 
bill No. 124. to ap propriate $25,000 for the 
Soldiers and Sailors Hom e; house bill No.

This w as cut from $95,000 to 
$75,0tV); house bill No. 56, to m ake an a p ­ 
propriation for im provem ents at the re­ 
form atory.

C onsequently m em bers w ho 
now h ave a cadet a t the n aval acad em y 
m ay n ot be perm itted to nam e another 
until n ext year. 
T he increased m em ­ 
bership a t the acad em y can n ot be pro­ 


vided 
for until 
m ore 
buildings are 
erected. 


There is great dem and for cadetships, 
and in nearly all in stan ces m em bers of 
congress fill them by holding com p eti­ 
tive exam inations. 


LACEY SPEAKS OF IMPORTANT 
LAND LEGISLATION. 


R ep resen tative L acey, chairm an of 
the H ou se P u b lic L ands com m ittee, in 
speakin g of land 
legislation 
by 
the 
con gress ju st closed, said; 


“One of th e m ost im portant accom ­ 
p lish m en ts o f th e session w as the open­ 
in g up o f th e gilson ite m ineral lands 
o f the U ncom pahgre Indian reserva­ 
tion in U tah. T here has been a heated 
controversy about opening up th is m in ­ 
eral deposit for th e p ast 10 years. T his 
reservation con tain s the en tire w orld’s 
supply of gilson ite, so far a s know n. 
G ilsonite is a high form of asp h alt or 
pitch. There is also on th is reservation 
large deposits of elaterite, a sub stan ce 
used a s roofing varnish. B oth m inerals 
are in a very pure state, and it is b e­ 
lieved the gilson ite can be p rofitab ly 
used for street p aving. If th is is proved 
true, the deposits wTill be of in calcu lab le 
v alu e to the com m ercial w orld. 


“T he question o f how b est to throw 
th ese m ineral lan d s open to the public 
w as one w hich engrossed th e atten tion 
of th e law m akers for som e tim e. 
T he 
conclusion reached w as th a t th e old 
d iscoveries, or location m ade prior to 
1891, should be held valid. 
A t th e tim e 
th ese first discoveries w'ere m ade, th e 
land w a s under “execu tive 
order, and 
th e general belief a t th at tim e w as th a t 
th e m ineral lands o f such reservation s 
w ere su b ject to location th e sam e as 
oth er m ineral lands. 
In order to p re­ 
ven t th ese lands fa llin g in to the hands 
of a m onopoly th e law w hich provides 
for their opening reserves every other 
section o f land to th e governm ent. T his 
is som ew hat 
disap pointing 
to 
m an y 
prospectors w-ho h ave located claim s in 
the la st few years, a s th ey w ill n ot be 
allow ed to acquire title to th e locations 
th ey h ave m ade should su ch location s 
happ en to be on th e sections reserved 
by th e governm ent.

A s a m atter o f fa ct the president and 
Mrs. R oosevelt are scrupulous to ob ­ 
serve the Sabbath. T he president w alks 
to church every Sunday m orning and 
u su ally the children accom pany him , 
and they' trot alon g scarcely ab le 
to 
keep up to the rapid stride o f their 
father. 
O ccasion ally som e g u ests are 
invited to Sunday evening dinner, but 
th ese are close frien ds of the fam ily 
such as the L odges, Cowles, or G en­ 
eral and Mrs. W ood. 
President R oose­ 
v elt has alw a y s been a strict observer 
o f th e Sabbath. 
W hen he w as on his 
m em orable cam p aign in g tour in the 1900 
cam paign he had his train sidetracked 
on Sundays and devoted th e d ay to 
rest, his on ly diversion being to w alk 
or ride if op portunity offered to take 
the latter.

She 
is Miss Isabelle Hagner, and she is Mrs. 
R oosevelt's social secretary. 


Had Great Influence. 


"Desplt’e the tremendous influence which 
he secured under the three adm inistra­ 
tions during which he could admit or re­ 
fuse persons to W hite house affairs at 
his pleasure; despite the influence, clever­ 
ness and wealth of his w ife, the quiet 
social secretary to the president's wife 
has eliminated Colonel and Mrs. Gingham 
from W ashington official society. 
That 
is to say, she accomplished the seem ingly 
impossible. 
‘ 


“Of course. M iss Hagner could not have 
done this unaided. 
She m ust have had 
the president and Mrs. R oosevelt behind 
her. But the fact rem ains that even when 
Colonel 
Bingham 
had 
displeased 
the 
executive and his w ife the army officer 
continued to exercise the functions that 
he had taken upon him self until M iss H ag­ 
ner Intervened. 


“Of course these things are all below 
the surface. 
So far as official records 
go Colonel Bingham has merely been or­ 
dered to perform active duty, and ever 
so m any persona can airily explain that it 
is the custom to eaualize the work of the 
arm y officers so that each In turn m ay 
have desirable assignm ents. 


“For it should be understood that Col­ 
onel, Bingham is a m em ber of the regu­ 
lar, army, and pictorialiy a shining orna­ 
m ent Jn it. 
In fact It is not uncommon 
to hear him spoken of a s th e handsom est 


man in the United States army, which 
certainly is a high enough compliment. 
He is tall, with a superb figure, a W est 
Point carriage, a perfect blond m ilitary 
mustache, and light hair. 
H e does not 
look his age by at least 10 years. 


Had a Big Pull. 


“A s for Colonel Bingham ’s manners, it 
has been charged against him that he 
w as often brusque to those whom he did 
not care to conciliate, and that he w as 
lacking in consideration. But there Is no 
manner of doubt that he had a power­ 
ful ‘pull.’ 


“He w as for several years United States 
m ilitary attache to the American legation 
in Berlin, afterward serving in a sim ilar 
capacity in Rome. W hile abroad he had 
ample opportunity to study the nice ques­ 
tions of court etiquette and precedence, 
and he made the m ost of it. So did Mrs. 
Bingham. 


“W hen Colonel Bingham 
returned 
to 
W ashington at the end of his foreign 
service he w as detailed to act as superin* 
tendent of public grounds and buildings in 
W ashington, which means th at he w as 
made custodian of the W hite H opse, and 
m ilitary aide to the president. That w as 
during the administration 
of 
President 
Harrison. 


"Vexing questions of etiquette, of prece­ 
dence, are constantly arising In W ashing­ 
ton, due In a considerable measure, to the 
fact th at the representatives o f foreign 
governm ents Insist in a greater or less de­ 
gree, to an observance of the custom s with 
which they are fam iliar at horn«« 


"Very few of the presidents of the U nit­ 
ed States or their w ives know anything 
about these questions, and they are a 
thorn in the flesh. 
W hen it becamo ap­ 
parent that ColoneL Bingham knew all 
about them it w as natural enough that 
he should become the social arbiter. 


“H is power, which increased gradually 
during the Harrison administration, be­ 
came absolute when Mr. M cKinley came 
to the W hite house. 
Being an invalid, 
Mrs. M cKinley concerned herself alm ost 
not at all w ith social affairs, and Mr. 
M cKinley refused to be bothered with 
them. The whole burden fell upon Colonel 
Bingham. H is decision w as final, for the 
president refused to reverse his m ilitary 
aide in social matters. 


“It is of course obvious that Colonel 
Bingham made many enemies, and also 
that he made many powerful friends, 
it 
w as charged against him that he used 
his power for selfish ends, in building 
up a personal machine to aid him in his 
professional career. 


"It w as during that regime that Colonel 
Bingham made the regulation that no un­ 
married woman could precedc the matrons 
Qt the official circle. A maiden daughter 
who w as thus the chatelaine of a cabinet 
secretary’s home could not thereby gain 
the right to take a higher place than the 
w ife of an official of much lower rank. 


“This decision w as also put Into effect 
a s regulating the precedence of ladles of 
the diplom atic set at the annual dinner 
given by the president to the corps and the 
Countess Cassini, daughter of the R ussian 
ambassador, made a a aw ful fu ss about It. 
In fact, m any others made a fu ss about 
it. but the matrons 
supported 
Colonel 
Bingham , and he w as the gainer in the 
end, th ey being the more powerful. 


“I t w as charged against Colonel Bing­ 
ham that he was m ost arbitrary and un­ 
ju st in his decrees—in fact, som e w ent so 
far as to sa y that th ey were the rulings 
of a courtier. 


Miss Hagner Named. 


“W hen President and Mrs. R oosevelt 
cam e to th« W hite house M iss Isabelle 
H agner w as appointed social secretary (o 
the m istress of «the mansion. - For sev- 
eral m onths Colonel Bingham continued to 


rule as the social arbiter. 
If there was 
any friction it was not apparent until a 
series o£ afternoon receptions w as planned. 
Some were in the form of garden parties, 
while others were of a more conventional 
nature. 


“It speedily becamo apparent that the 
guests had been sorted into groups or 
classes. 
One set o f guests included the 
ambassadors, 15 or 20 of the richer and 
more hospitable senators and the m ost ex­ 
clusive members of th e residential society. 
Another included prominent lawyers,rep­ 
resentatives of more or less prominence 
and influence and another set of W ash­ 
ingtonians. 


“In fact, it seemed plain that someone 
had divided W ashington society in about 
half a dozen classes, and by the tim e 
th at four of these entertainments were 
given society in general w as in a state 
o f eruption. W ives of powerful senators 
w ho cared little for social prestige were 
nevertheless aroused to indignation by be­ 
ing publicly labeled ineligible despite the 
fact that they usually sent regrets to all 
formal affairs and didn't appear publicly 
oftener than a dozen times during the 
season. 


“N aturally it w as taken for granted 
that Colonel Bingham was the responsible 
one, and a storm buzzed around his ears, 
for everyone save those In the very first 
group w as angry. ■ 


"Colonel Bingham promptly disclaimed 
a ll responsibility. 
It even has been inti­ 
mated that he w ent so far as to criticise 
the arrangement. The obvious conclusion 
w as that either Mrs. Roosevelt or Miss 
H agner w as the author of the plan. Inas­ 
much as the latter w as known to possess 
great influence with the president’s wife, 
she was generally held responsible by 
those m ost fam iliar with the facts, a com­ 
paratively sm all circle. 


“The members of the official circle who 
loudly proclaimed their belief in demo­ 
cratic principles and 
inveighed 
against 
class distinctions In the W hite house start­ 
ed to m ake w ar against M iss Hagner, but 
because o f h is previous arbitrary conduct 
a s .a social ruler, Colonel Bingham was 
the chief sufferer, H ls enemies refused to 


believe that he was not mixed up in the 
affair in one way ot- another. 


“Gradually Miss Hagner absorbed all 
the social work which w as the secret of 
Colonial Bingham's power. 
She returned 
to the old system of issuing invitations by 
selecting names from an alphabetical list, 
taking a certain number of names from 
each division for each entertainment. 


"Not only did Miss Hagner make the 
original alphabetical list herself, but she 
sent out the invitations. 
Gradually Col­ 
onel Bingharp was stripped of all the 
prerogatives that he prized so much and 
was left absolutely powerless. 


“It is a m atter of common gossip that 
Secretary Root long ago would have been 
delighted to detail Colonel Bingham to ac­ 
tive field duty, but he didn't see his w ay 
clear to do so. 
But when Miss Hagner 
quietly pushed the Adonis of the army 
aside stories were floating about that 
Colonel Bingham had used his position to 
reward his friends and punish his enemies. 
Also it w as intimated that Colonel Bing­ 
ham had criticised the president's m eth­ 
ods of entertaining. It w as easy enough 
then to send Colonel Bingham back to 
regular service, and so the order was is­ 
sued.” 


. Paris’ New Railway . 


F ew P arisian s, m uch less foreign v is­ 
itors, sa y s the P aris correspondent of 
the London T im es, h ave any idea o f the 
en gin eerin g w orks n ecessitated by th e 
M etropolitan railw ay. 
T hey sim p ly n o­ 
tice th a t som e o f the m ost frequented 
rou tes through P a ris are dotted w ith 
wooden inclosqres, w hich increase th e 
d ifficu lties and d angers o f p edestrians in 
a c ity alread y perilous from Its tram s, 
cycles an d m otor cars. 
T et som e o f 
th ese op erations are extrem ely in terest­ 
ing. T he original line, indeed, presented 
no serious ob stacles. 
It runs through 
P a ris from ea st to w est, from the V in ­ 
cen n es to th e N eu illy barrier, and m ere­ 
ly required tu n n els under the Fauborg 
St. A n to in e and the R ue de R ivoli. th e 
C ham ps B ly sees and th e A venue de la 
G rand A rm ee. 
T h e branches from the 


Place de l’E tolle to the Trocadero and 
the Port D auphine w ere a lso easy oper­ 
ations. 
B ut th e line from th e P lace d e 
l’E toile to the P lace de la B astille, a, 
section of w hich w as recen tly opened, i3 
o f a d ifferen t character. 


The line had to p ass 
over or undeC 
three trunk railw ays, for level cross­ 
ings w ere out o f th e q uestion w ith line3 
by each o f w hich hundreds of trains» 
daily entered or le ft P aris. 
T he M etro­ 
politan line accord in gly tu n n els under 
the W estern railw ay in th e B oulevard 
des B a tign oles, 100 y ard s from St. L a­ 
zare station , but th a t line is n ot v ery 
wide, nor is it m uch below ground. N o t 
so w ith th e northern and eastern lines, 
w hich are both w ide and deep w here 
they p ass under th e boulevard. 
T he 
M etropolitan, therefore, em erges from 
underground, and a t a very sharp grad ­ 
ient becom es a v iad u ct, p a ssin g alon g 
th e m iddle o f the boulevard. 
It is very 
unsightly, a s I h ave 
p reviou sly’ ob­ 
served. but it is a rem arkable piece o f 
engineering. 


Still more n otew orth y is the work g o ­ 
in g on under the P lace de l’Opera. Thre« 
stories, so to speak, of railw ays ara 
there being constructed. 
One line from 
A uteuil to th e opera: another, from tho 
Place du D anube, a t th e n ortheastern 
ex trem ity o f P aris, to the P a la is R oyal, 
and a third, from C ourcelles to M enil- 
m ontant, all reach or p ass th is spot, 
w hich w ill, therefort*, be the g reat cen ­ 
ter o f traffic, and there w ill be a s ta ­ 
tion serv in g all three lines, y et alm o st 
im perceptible from the surface.

ISER10US DEVELOPMENTS 


IN FLOOD AT MEMPHIS 


ll Lines of Railroad Entering the City From the 
West Are Washed Out—Over 100 Persons Are 


Stalled on Passenger Trains Surrounded 


by Many Miles of Water.

One of the most serious developments 


of the last 2-! hours is the washing out 
of all lines of railroad entering 
the 


city from the west and the complete 
tying up of railroad traffic through the 
Memphis gateway to that section. There 
have been no trains into or out of the 
city over the Memphis bridge and there 
is every indication that traffic cannot 
lie resumed until the flood has subsided 
to a large degree. So suddenly did the 
rise come In the section of Arkansas 
across the river from Memphis after • 
the St. Francis levee broke at Trices 
Landing that two passenger ti'ains 
were caught between washed out points 
and are now surrounded by water on- 
blind tracks in the overflow territory 
about three miles west of Bridge Junc- 
tion, Ark. Aboard each of these trains 
were about 75 passengers and the crew, 
and tonight over 100" of these persons 
remain on the tracks with no prospect 
of being taken off 'until tomorrow or 
later. However, they are not consider- 
ed to be in any danger and 
those 


who have returned from the surround- 
ed trains report that the passengers 
are being well cared for by the rail- 
road company. 


The breaks occurred shortly after 9 


o'clock last night, just after the west- 
hound trains on the: Cotton Belt and 


had left Memphis. The Cotton 
| Belt train left at 9 o'clock and had pro. 


I teeded but a few miles when it- en-' 


I countered a section of flooded trac}c. 
I" attempting to cross the rails spread 
and the engine was' partially derail- 
ed, preventing the train from moving 
In either direction. While in lhis:con- 


' tlltlon the Frisco's Kansas City train 


approached from Memphis and with its 
assistance the Cotton Belt engine was 
Pulled back on the track. In the mean- 
time a serious washout had occurred 


between the trifnii and Memphis, and 
retreat to this city was completely cut 
off. 
All night the passengers 
were 
compelled to remain in the 
coaches 
while the water rose on every .sldfe and 
this morning there was not .a particle 
of land 'in' sight within a mile of their 
position. 
The trains are on the track of the 
Iron Mountain, near. Altnrfar, Ark. By 
taking risks several handicarg succeed- 
ed in reaching the water-bound trains 
today and about .50 passengers were 
brought to this city over submerged 
and shaky tracks. The remainder re- 
fused to attempt the return and are 
housed in the coaches, being fed by 
the railroad companies. 
Attached " to 
the Frisco train Is a .dining car and 
adequate supplies were sent to them 
today on the handcars. The river here 
tonight shows 39.8 feet on the gauge, 
the highest stage ever recorded, /and 
a rise of .2 since last night. The rivet- 
is about stationary and it is possible 
that a fall may set In at any moment. 


An effort was made today to send 
a steamboat and barges through' the 
gap at Trices Landing for the rescue 
of persons and livestock in that dis- 
trict. On the .way up the river the 
steamer was disabled and it returned 
to Memphis for repairs. 
Some per- 
sons were rescued from Marion, Ark., 
by means of skiffs, and the situation 
there is somewhat relieved.

Manager Cornish said that they were 
doing no mining at all on the Inde- 
jendence property. "We have only 
mough men Ht work to take care of 
Lhe property and pumps, but I do hope 
the trouble will be of short duration," 
said he. Manager Fry of the Cripple 
Sreek Sampling & Ore company said: 
"We are working today on the product 
from the Independence mine, and will 
probably work until Thursday night 
before the men have all the ore cleaned 
up. 
Then everything will be closed 


down, ns we will have nothing to do 
while the Independence is tied up.' 


Meyer's Statement. 


Shortly after noon today, President 


Moyer of the Western Federation of 
Miners arrived in this city and spent 
the afternoon conferring with local 
union men, until it was time for him to 
leave for Denver. 
While Mr. Moyer 


would not state all that had been done 
at the conference in Victor this morn- 
Ing, he had the following to say: "From 
developments today I am satisfied that 
matters will be so adjusted as to safe- 
guard the interests of the miners, mine 
owners and merchants of the district. 
"The 
Strong and Gold King mine 


management 
notified 
the 
executive 
strike committee this morning that they 
proposed doing only development work 
at present, and that they will meet with 
the executive committee before any ar- 
rangements for shipments are made.

About the Elkton. 


At 2 o'clock this afternoon, Messrs. 


Clark, Aldrlch and De La Vergne of the 
Elkton company met a committee com- 
posed of 
one member of 
the Victor 


Miners union, one ot the local Smel- 
termen's union, and W. B. Easterly, 
chairman of the district executive 
committee, and after a conference of 
over one hour it resulted in the prom- 
ise by the Elkton officials that they 
would not ship to the Standard mill dur- 
ing the pending trouble. 


The local committee then visited the 
Wright lease on the Thompson, and 
the lessees working the dump of the 
Elkton. and from these conferences the 
lessees notified them that their grade 
of ore was of such a character that It 
could not be sent anywhere but to the 
Standard, so they were notified that 
they would have to stop work, and 
shortly after every man, numbering 
about 40, working on these two prop- 
erties, stopped work and joined the 
strikers. 


Later in the day your correspondent 
met Mr. De La Vergne at the National 
hotel, and he made the following state- 
ment: "It cuch men an we mot this 
afternoon had the full power of the sit- 
uation in their hands, the strike would 
have been settled tonight, as they were 
the most conservative and fairest mind- 
ed men I ever had the pleasure of 
talking to." To the question what oc- 
curred 
at the 
meeting-, Mr. De La 


Vergne replied: 
"I have nothing to 
say about that, but I can say that all 
our men on the Elkton mine will go to 
work tomorrow morning as usual, and 
we expect to work right along." 


Properties Closed. 


Tonight the following properties are 
practically closed, numbering in all 
some 640 men. and with what men are 
laid off on the Ajax, Vindicator, Mary 
McKinney, Gold King, Strong 
and 


others who were shipping to the Stand- 
ard plant will reach in the neighborhood 
of 1,000 men. The mines closed tonight 
are the Stratton's Independence, with 
450 men; Granite, a few men working, 
but 50 men off; Thompson lease and 
Elkton dunjp, 40 men; Isabella, 100 men. 
Total, 640. 


The manager of the Isabella property 


decided today that when the day shift 
went off he would close the property 
down tonight, with the exception of a 
few men to take care of the mine, this 
to last as long as the present troubles 
did. 


It is claimed by many miners tonight 
that it is only a question of 10 days 
or two weeks, if the strike lasts that 
long, before many other properties will 
have to decide one way or the other, 
as it will be impossible for them to store 
their ore or work entirely on 'develop- 
ment work longer than that. Those that 
will be affected in this way are the fol- 
lowing: Elkton, 100 men; Independence 
Consolidated, 150 men; Ajax, 140 men; 
Mary McKinney, 130 men; Vindicator, 
130 men; Strong, 60 men; Gold King, 75 
men, 
and several smaller properties, 
approximately 300 men all told. Prac- 
tically all of these have promised not to 
ship to the Colorado City mills. 


Some Interviews. 


Manager Colburn of the Ajax mine 


remarked this morning: "I have laid 
off part of my force at the property, 
and am shipping no ore pending a set- 
tlement of the present difficulties, and 
as far as we are concerned there are no 
negotiations pending with anybody rela- 
tive to the strike." 


Manager Campbell of the Vindicator- 
had the following to say: "We arc 
working, our full force today, and am 
producing our usual amount of ore, 
but temporarily are not shipping any 
of it, as I agreed yesterday with the 
committee from the Western Federation 
of Miners not to ship any ore to the 
Standard mills as long as I could avoid 


Manager Franklin of the Eagle sam- 


pler said he was In no wise affected by 
the strike. "As we do not ship any of 
our ore to the Standard mill, our men 
are at work as usual today." 


Manager Hamlln of the Granite prop- 
erty said: "We are working about 20- 
men on development work. That means 
that some 30 or 40 of our former em- 
ployes are idle, but we are not hoisting 
or shipping a pound of ore." 


Mr. De La Vergne said to- your cor- 


respondent: "I do not believe that the 
strike will last 10 days; at the outside, 
and I certainly hope riot, anyway." 


PRESIDENT MOVER GOES TO DENVER 


TO MORE FULLY CARRY OUT PLANS 


'President Charles Moyer of the West- 


ern Federation of Miners has gone to 
Denver to confer with the executive of- 
ficers of the federation to take steps to 
make the strike against the plants of 
the United States Reduction & Refining 
company as effective as possible. Two 
mines, the Stratum's Independence and 
the Granite, according to Mr. Moyer, are 
the only properties'.where a strike now 
exists, the other properties having made 
agreements to ship no more ore to the 
plants called unfair. 
Mr. Moyer passed through Colorado 


Springs last evening1 on his way to 
Denver.,, He arrived on the Short Line 
train from Cripple Creek at 6:45 o'clock 
and had* ten minutes, which was spent 
in conference with Charles! Burr, rep- 
resentative of the federation, and In 
charge of the strike at Colorado City. 
Mr. Burr met the president as he 
stepped off the Cripple Creek train and 
hurried with him into a chair car on the 
northbound Denver & Rio Grande train. 
President Moyer talked freely of'the 


situation in Cripple Creek. 


Two Mines Out. 


"There are but two mines out now," 


he said; "Stratton's Independence and 
the Granite. The situation is very sat- 
isfactory; more so because of the action 
of the managements of those mines that 
have been shipping ore to the United 
States Reduction & Refining company 
in acceding to1 our demand that, they 
discontinue. The Ajax • went back to 
work this morning, and all of the noti- 
fied properties with the exceptions 
named." 


"Did you have an agreement with the 
management of the Gold King and 
Strong mines that they would not ship 
ore to the MacNeill plants?" President 
Moyer was asked. 


"Yes. The agreement, was made with 


Mr. MacDonald, superintendent. It was 
a verbal agreement, but Mr. MacDon- 
ald promised that the mines would not 
ship any more ore to any of the plants 
of the United States Reduction & Re- 
fining company," 
Mr. Moyer was told that the agree- 
ment' as reported had been denied by 
the management of the mines earlier 
In the day. 
"That satisfies us," returned the pres- 
ident of the federation. "We are in a 
position to stop the shipment of ore to 
any of the unfair mills and we will 
stop It. 
They will get no more ore 


from the Cripple Creek district. The 
men walked out In a body, and not a 
man Is working, in the mines put under 
the ban except our pumpmen and en- 
gineers. 


Goes Further. 


"If necessary the mines at Idaho 


Spring?, should they be shipping to the

& Refining company, will also be closed 
down.

A Denver dispatch states charges of 
irregularities in the ordering of sup- 
plies are being made against officers in 
command of Camp Peabody. It is al- 
leged that 25 dozen pairs of rubber 
boots, 60 pairs of officers' boots, an un- 
necessary number of blankets, an en- 
tirely useless wagon, four sets of har- 
ness and a "stupendous amount" of 
canned goods have been ordered at the 
state's expense, and it is thpught Gov- 
ernor Peabody will order an Immediate 
investigation. 


General Chase and other officers were 
amused last evening at the dispatch, 
stating it was one of the many attacks 
they have been expecting from critics of 
the governor's action In calling out the 
militia. 


Officers' Statements. 


'Everything purchased has been with 
the knowledge and sanction of the gov- 
ernor," said Brigadier General Chase. 
"A small amount of supplies absolutely 
necessary has been bought for the'ofr 
fleers and charged against their pay 
accounts. The men came down here 
hurriedly and with insufficient cloth-' 
ing. They came out of stores and of- 
fices where they were employed and hai 
no time to bring with them clothing 
suitable to campaigning. Almost all of 
the clothing secured for the men was 
sold to them and charged against their 
pay accounts at the same figures paid 
by the state. We were very careful In 
all respects, in view of criticism that 
was only too eager to attack us. When 
the necessity arises It is allowable un- 
der all army rules to purchase elothr 
ing for men and not charge it against 
them. This was the case at Leadville.

"One pair of rubber boo,ts only has 
been ordered, und not one cent's worth 
of goods ordered or purchased that has 
been unnecessary. The wagon that has 
been purchased was secured because of 
the refusal of teamsters and wagon 
drivers generally of Colorado City to 
haul for us. The merchants of Colo- 
rado City refused to sell to us. The 
Bakers union, I am informed, fined the 
man supplying us with bread $5 for 
doing so. In view of any lengthy stay 
here the wagon was built and another 
one ordered."

COMMITS SUICIDE 
NEAR SOUTHERN HOME

Byhnlla, Miss., March 13.—Samuel H. 


Benton, a lawyer of Colorado Springs, 
Colo., was found dead near this city 
this morning.

Benton was 
a member of a prominent Mississippi 
family. 
The cause of the suicide Is 


not known.

Byhalia, Miss.. March 13— The body 


of Samuel Hart Benton was discovered 
by a gang of section men as they were 
proceeding to work early this morn- 
Jng. It was lying near the track and 
the men at first thought the well- 
dressed stranger was nsleop. A small 
dirk which had fallen from his hand 
caused them to go down the embank- 
ment and investigate. 


( It was evident Benton had commit- 
ted suicide, first slashing his' wrists 
.•with his dagger, and then, before ho, 
became weakened by the loss of blood, 
stabbing himself near the heart. His 
preparations had been very carefully 


. made. He had removed a gold shirt 


stud from the bosom of his shirt, the 
second stud, apparently afraid that he 
•would strike it when attempting to 
reach tho heart. The stud was found 
In his vest pocket. 


The body was clothed in a neat black 


business suit. ' A derby hat lay near 
by and the expensive overcoat was 
soiled and stained. He had bled greatly. 
The identity of the dead man was dis- 
covered by letters In his pockets. He 
was. well known In this section of the 
state. 


Friends who knew the early history 


of Samuel Hart Benton recall his mar- 
riage with a daughter of henry Mc- 
Dowell of Holly Springs, Miss,

Of hla marriage and past life Mr. 
Benton never spoke. His friends incline 
to the belief that his tragic end was 
due to. his failure to effect a reconcilia- 
tion, added to the fact, as he had tele- 
graphed that he had been ill. 


Of Distingished Family. 


Thomas .Hart Benton, grand uncle o'f 
the dead man, was one of the distin- 
guished statesmen of the United States.

Burdick." 


The witness said he then examined 


the body and told Dr. Marcy that it 
was Impossible to entertain the suicide 
theory for a minute.

Marcy, the witness said the former told 
him of divorce proceedings In the Bur- 
dick case. 


Mrs. Hull's Testimony. 


Mrs. 
Hull said that Burdick came 


into the dining room on Thursday even- 
Ing (the night of the .murder). He had 
a bottle in his hand. She did not'know 
what It contained, nor did she see It 
again. She thought It strange- that It 
had 
disappeared. Burdick and 
his 
daughter Marlon were in her room about 
7:30. 
They talked about the message 


from Mrs. Burdick. 
She did not sea 


Burdick again that night, but heard 
him talking with his eldest daughter, 
whom he kissed good night and went 
down stairs. 
She did not leave her 
room again that night, after putting 
the children to bed about 9:30. She got 
up the next morning at her usual hour, 
7:30, without being called. The Mur- 
ray girl called to her that the front door 
was open and the kitchen window was 
open, and that she had called • to Mr. 
Burdick and got no answer. When she 
•went to the den, aha said, she opened 
the door a little way and called "Ed, 
Ed, Ed," she saw something on the 
couch. It was dark In there. She saw 
the Murray girl in the hall and said, 
"Maggie, I fear something has hap- 
pened. I do not dare to go In there; 
what shall we do?" Then I said that 
we had .better send for Dr. Marcv. 
, "Why did not you BO into the den 
that morning?" 


"I was too nervous." 
"What did vou think?" 
"I did not know what had happened. 
I thought perhaps it was Ed on the 
couch." 


"But you had seen him sleeping be- 


fore; why were you afraid to see him 
sleeping?" 


"If he had been sleeping my screams 


would have awakened 
him. 
I 
was 


afraid to find him dead In there. Of 
course, I did not know it was Ed." 


"Then you did scream?" 
"Yes, us loudly as I could. I did not 
arouse htm and I was frightened." 


"You 
had no reason for expecting to 


find him dead in there?" ' 
"No/ except that he did not respond 


to my screams." 


She did not use the telephone In the 
house to call Dr. Marcy because It was 
close to the children's room, and she 
did not want them .to hear her. When 
Dr. Marcy arrived she told him she 
was afraid something had happened. 
Previous to D.r. Marcy's arrival Mrs. 
Hull said she had Just stepped over the 
threshold and looked in. 
Maintained Composure.

tONDON PROMOTER 
IS UNDER ARREST.

JsTew York, March 15.—J. Whlttaker 
Wright, the London promoter, who is 
accused of being concerned In colossal 
frauds In connection with the organiza- 
tion of various financial corporations, 
xvas arrested today on arrival of the 
French line steamer La, Tourralne from 
Havre. The arrest was made by two 
central office detectives at the request 
of the London police. 
Wright was taken to police head- 


quarters and later to the Tombs po- 
lice court where he was arraigned be- 
fore a magistrate and turned over to 
the United States authority. 
He was 
then taken to the Ludlow street Jail. 
With Wright on the steamship was a 
tall, stylish looking young woman who 
said she was the niece of the prisoner. 
Her name was on the passenger list 
as Miss F. Browne. 


Wright, when told thkt he was un- 


der arrest, showed no evidence of ex- 
citement and said he Was a friend of 
King Edward. His principal concern 
was to avoid publicity and he asked 
that his arrest be kept from the news- 
papers. 
Wright and 
his companion 


were entered on the original passenger 
list as M. Andronl and Mile. Andronl. 
That Wright did not expect to be 


arrested is shown by the fact that 
after the steamship left Havre he told 
the purser that a mistake had been 
mad.e in making the tickets out In the 
name of Andronl. His name accord- 
ingly was changed and appeared on 
the additional list as Mr. J. W. Wright 
and that of the woman as Miss F. 
Browne. 


Wright is thus-described in the cable 
message from the London police:

Wright was sitting at his 
desk In the cabin when 'found by the 
detectives. When addressed by name 
he at once admitted his identity and 
on being told that -he-was under ar- 
rest at the requesfof'the London po- 
lice, said:

tive from 
Justice. 
Wright was not 


called upon to say anything and after 
a few minutes he was formally turned 
over to the custody of. the marshals, 
who took him to the Ludlow street Jail. 


Miss Browne, who was left on the 
p|er, remained looking after the bag- 
gage. She is rather tall, slender, dressed 
In dark blue and wearing a, broad 
brim, low crowned hat draped with a 
flimsy light blue veil. She declined to 
make any statement beyond that she 
had come over to visit friends. After 
her baggage had been examined she 
left in a cab instructing1 tho driver to 
go to an uptown hotel. 


Nothing was known on La Tourralne 
as to the Identity of the pair. They 
made no friends and Wright appeared 
In public but little.

In Park 
I.ane, London, lie' had a miniature paiuce, 
In tho drawing room of which was a 
copy of tho famous cabinet Du Rol of 
Louis XV. It took three years to com- 
plete and cost many thousands of pounds 
At Godulming he owned a country seat 
n beautifying which COO workmen were 
sngaged. It contains costly fountains and 
statuary brought from Italy. Wright's 
stables alone cost a small fortune. They 
have upholstered oak and leather settees 
and polished gun metal fittipgs. while 
valuable paintings and bos reliefs adorn 
the stalls. His private yacht was fitted 
up with .similar luxurlousness'and at one 
time he was credited with the patent of

' to race Sir Thomas Lipton's

Advice to Colorado Candidates 


. For Cecil Rhodes Scholarships. 


Yesterday afternoon at the Brown 


Palace hotel, Denver, was held bne of 
the most Important 'educational confer- 
ences ever convened in the Rocky 
Mountain region. Five representatives 
of the colleges and universities of Colo- 
rado, Wyoming and .New Mexico met 
Dr. George R. Parkin, principal of the 
Upper Canada college, Toronto, the rep- 
resentative of the Cecil Rhodes scholar-, 
ship fund, who has been holding con- 
ferences with the leading educators in 
all sections of the United States and 
Canada, to discover what is1 the educa- 
tional judgment of the country, espe- 
cially on the question of "the selection 
of the candidates for the scholarships. 
The personnel of the conference was, 
besides Dr. Parkin, as follows:. Presi- 
dent James H. Baker of the University 
of Colorado. Dean H. A. Howe of the 
University, of Denver, Dean Edward S. 
Parsons of Colorado college, President 
E. B. Smiley of Tthe University of Wyo- 
ming, Dean C. E. Hodgln of the Univer- 
sity of New Mexico. Dr. Baker was- 
elected chairman and Professor Par- 
sons secretary. The meeting opened 
with an Informal address by Dr. Parkin, 
telling something of the difficulties In 
the way of carrying out the provisions 
of the will and outlining some of the 
results which he had been able to se- 
cure in the twelve conferences he has 
held In different parts of the country. 
He stated that only a certain class of 
men ought to think of Oxford. It wns 
no place for technical and higher scien- 
tific work. The training is best ada-pted 
to. those 'who are seeking a literary 
or a diplomatic career. He said that It 
had already been "practically decided 
that one of the examinations to be 
required of all candidates is what Is 
called at Oxford 
respohslons, which 
Includes arithmetic, algebra, through 
quadratics or two books of plane geom- 
etry, Latin and Greek grammar, trans- 
lation of English Into,Latin prose and 
two books, one In Greek and one in 
Latin, from a specified list by Greek 
and Latin authors. Such an examina- 
tion would, of course, shut out all 
students who have not pursued a clas- 
sical course. 
The conference lasted for four hours. 
After prolonged discussion It formu- 
lated certain recommendations which 
will be presented to the Rhodes trus- 
tees as expressing the educational sen- 
timent of- the Rocky Mountain region 
concerning the selection of candidates. 
(1) That the candidate shall have 


completed at least two full years of col- 
lege work before the beginning of his 
residence at Oxford.

(2) That the maximum age of tna 
student when he enters upon his scholr 
ai-shlp shall be 24 years. 
,

(3) That he shall be unmarried. 


• (4) That be shall as'a rule be advised; 
to enter upon -undergraduate work for, 
honors,at Oxford.

WORLDLY WISE THIS BOY 


KNOWS A THING OR TWO 


"I wish I hadn't" is now the thought 
most prominent in the mind of 13-year- 
old George Neuman, alias Lee and Rice, 
who has confessed to the charge of pass- 
ing a forged check on W. H. Wise of this 
city, and to the high time: he has had 
during the last-week at the Antlers hotel 
of this city and the Imperial hotel of 
Pueblo. 
He was brought from Pueblo early yes- 


terday morning by Deputy Sheriff George 
Dayton and taken at once to the county 


lall where he was placed under the care of 
Jailer John F. Nelson. 
The provisions 


of the new juvenile law, however, pro- 
hibit the Incarceration In jail of boys un- 
der 16 years of age, and he was kept at 
the home of the Jailer In custody of the 
matron, Mrs. John F. Nelson. 


When seen there yesterday afternoon 
ie was extremely penitent and declared 
that he would go back to Denver as soon 
as his trial had come off, and try to 
forget his recent escapades. 
"I did about what the Gazette said I 
did," he stated, "but I am glad that I 
was caught for the reason that had I not 
aeen, there would doubtless have been 
more charges against me than there now 
i." 
In response to a question asking the 


reason for his actions, he stated: "Well, 
[could not get on at home, .possibly it 
was nothing, and I guess It was, but I 
thought I was being Imposed upon and I 
magnified my Injuries so that I thought 
[ could not live at home any longer and 
I ran away. 
"My father, W. H. Neuman, and my 
mother live on Park hill, Denver, and are 
well known there. They have the respect 
of. the neighborhood and I am sorry that 
I have done anything to mar their repu- 
tation. 


"My father Is a foreman carpenter and 
lias a good position. I have always gone 
to school until tills year and then I failed 
to attend for the- reason that I wanted a 


short rest before beginning the work .W 
the high school. 
"I have never read any dime novels as 


some have stated and have never had any 
bad associates. I merely hatched out 
these schemes after I had run away from 
home. 
"I left homo Friday two weeks ago and 


for five or six days I worked In Denver, 
then one night I bought some quinine for 
a, drunken man at his request, he giving 
me a $20 bill, and when I took it back 
to him he told me to keep the change. 
"This seemed to come so easy that I 


set to work scheming out other ways of 
getting money, with the present result. 
"I intend'to go to school after I get 


back tp Denver and behave myself." 
Neuman Is an unusually* bright boy for 


his age end uses the best of language 
In his conversations. He will be arraigned 
before1 Judge Orr of the county court this 
morning at 10 o'clock and his trial will 
doubtless be set for the next day If it Is 
not called at once. 
Under the provisions of the juvenile 
law the most severe punishment that can 
be given him Will be a sentence to the 
Industrial school at Golden or to the Re- 
form school at Denver. 
The law permits of a parole however, in 
cases of the first offense. If Neuman is 
paroled he will be required to make a 
report to the court from tima to time. 
His father has been telegraphed for and 
he will doubtless be In attendance at the 
arraignment today. 
He has returned th« suit case bought 


from Mr. Wise and nan sent him the 
additional $15. He declares that Mr. Wise 
has stated that he would not push the 
case against him. 
From all accounts Neuman Is a most 


fastidious young man. When at the Ant- 
lers he Insisted upon having the best the 
hotel afforded, and complained bitterly 
of the fact that at the Pueblo hotel hfe 
was unable to get a room with a bath.

FISH AND GAME BILL. 
PASSED SECOND- READING 


Denver, March IS.— The fish and game 


bill, fixing the season for hunting. and 
fishing, and providing penalties for vio- 
lation of the law passed on second read- 
ing this afternoon, the senate having spent 
a great deal of time considering the meas- 
ure, 
during the past few days. Several 


amendments were made; in order to more 
efficiently -protect the creatures to which 
rod and gun are a menace. The shooting 
seasons were arranged as follows: deer 
with horns, September IB to 30, after 1006; 
mountain sheep and antelopo, with horns, 
October 15 to 26, after 1906; elk, with horns, 
November 1 to 5, after 1906; prairie chick- 
ens, sage chickens and grouse, September 
1 to October 20; wild turkeys, Septem- 
ber 1 to October 20, after 1906. All water 
fowl and shore birds, September 10 to 
April 16, except above 7,000 feet altitude, 
when the season will be from September 
15 to May I, provided no food shall be 
placed within 100 yards of the shore or 
any blinds for decoying wild fowl. Doves, 
August 1 to August 30, after 1906. Crested 
quail, November 1 to 30, after 1006; Bob 
White quail, October 1 to 31, after 1908; 
trout, not less than seven Inches long and 
other fish, June 1 to October 31.

"One of the most important accom- 
plishmehts't»irtli| session was the open- 
ing up of :the gllsonlte mineral lands 
of the Uncompahgre Indian reserva- 
tion in Utah. There has been a heated 
controversy about opening up this min- 
eral dep6srtrf6r the past 10 years. This 
reservation contains the entire world's 
supply of gilaonite, so far as known. 
Gllsbnlte is.a.high form of asphalt or 
pitch. There is also on this reservation 
large deposits of elaterlte, a substance 
used as roofing varnish. Both minerals 
are in a very pure state, and it Is be- 
lieved, the gllsonite can. be profitably- 
used for street paving. If this is proved 
true, the deposits will be of incalculable 
value to the commercial world.- 
"The question of how best to throw 
these mineral lands, open to the public 
w,as one -which engrossed the attention 
of the law makers for some time. The 
conclusion reached was that the old 
discoveries, or location made prior to 
1891, 
should be held valid. At the time 
these first discoveries were made,- the 
land was under "executive order, and 
the general belief at that time was that 
the mineral" lands of such reservations 
were subject to location the same as 
other mineral lands. In order to pre- 
vent these lands falling Into the hands 
.of a monopoly the law which provides 
for their opening reserves every other 
section of land to the government. This 
is somewhat disappointing to many 
prospectors who have located claims in 
the last few years, as they will not be 
allowed to acquire title to the locations 
they have made should such locations 
happen to be on the sections reserved 
by the government.

The president walks 
to church every Sunday morning and 
usually the children accompany him, 
and they trot along scarcely able to 
keep up to the rapid stride of their 
father. Occasionally, some guests are 
invited to Sunday evening dinner, but 
these are close friends of the family 
such as the Lodges, Cowles, or Gen- 
eral and Mrs. Wood. President Roose- 
velt has always been a strict observer 
of the Sabbath. When he was on his 
memorable campaigning tour in the 
1900 


campaign'he had his train sidetracked 
on Sundays and devoted the day to 
rest, his only diversion being to walk 
or ride if opportunity offered to take 
the latter.

"HJs power, which increased gradually 


during the Harrison administration, be- 
came absolute when Mr. McKinley came 
to the White house. 
Being an Invalid, 


Mrs. McKinley concerned herself almost 
not at all with social affairs, and Mr. 
McKinley refused to be bothered with 
them. The whole burden fell upon Colonel 
Bingham. His decision was final, for the 
president refused to reverse his military 
aide In social matters, 


"It is of course obvious that Colonel 


Bingham. made many enemies, and also 
that he made many powerful friends. It 
was charged against him that he used 
his power for selfish ends, in building 
up a personal machine to aid him In his 
professional career. 


"It was during that regime that Colonel 


Bingham made the regulation that no un- 
married woman could precede the matrons 
of the official circle. A maiden daughter 
who'was thus the chatelaine of a cabinet 
secretary's'hpme could not thereby gain 
the" right to take a higher place than the 
wife'of an official of much lower rank. 
'"Tills decision was also'put. into effect 
as regulating the precedence of ladles of 
the'diplomatic set at the 'annual dinner 
given by'the president to the corps'and the 
Countess Casslni. daughter of the Russian 
ambassador, made an awful fuss about it.

Wives of powerful senators 
who cared little for social, prestige were 
nevertheless aroused to Indignation by be- 
ing publicly labeled Ineligible despite the 
fact that they-usually sent regrets to all 
formal affairs and, didn't appear publicly 
oftener than a dozen times during the 
season.

"Naturally 'It was taken for granted 


that Colonel Birigham was the responsible 
one, 
and a i storm buzzed around his ears,

"Colonel Bingham promptly disclaimed 


all responsibility. It even has been .inti- 
mated that li'a went so' far as to criticise 
the arrangement. The obvious conclusion 
was that either Mrs. Roosevelt-or Miss 
Hagner waa'the.author of the plan. Inas- 
much as'-the'latter was known to possess 
great influence- with .the-president's wife, 
she/ was generally held, responsible by 
those most-familiar With the facts, a com- 
paratively .small circle.

. Paris' Mew Ballwajr. 


Few Parisians, much less foreign vis- 


itors, says the Paris correspondent of 
the London Times, have any idea of the 
engineering works necessitated by the 
Metropolitan railway. -They simply no- 
tice that some of the most frequented 
routes through Paris are dotted with 
wooden inclosures, which increase the 
difficulties and dangers of pedestrians in 
a city already'perilous from Its trams, 
cycles and motor cars. Yet some of 
these operations are extremely interest- 
ing. The original line, Indeed, presented 
no serious obstacles. It runs through 
Paris from east to west, from the Vln- 
cennes to the Neuilly barrier, and mere- 
ly required tunnels under the Fauborg 
St. Antoine and the Rue do Hivoll. the 
Champs Blysees and the Avenue de 1» 
Grand Armee. The'branches from the 


Place de 1'Etolle to the Trocadero and 
the Port Dauphine were also easy oper- 
ations. But the line from the Place da 
1'Etoile to the Place de la Bastille, a 
section of which was recently opened, la 
of a different character. 


The line had to pass over or under; 
three trunk railways, for level cross- 
ings were out of the question with llnea 
by each of which hundreds of trains) 
daily entered or left Paris. The Metro- 
politan line accordingly tunnels under 
the Western railway in the Boulevard 
des Batignoles, 100 yards from St. La- 
zare station, but that line is not very 
wide, nor ia it much below ground. Not 
so with the northern and eastern lines, 
which are both wide and deep where 
they pass under the boulevard. The 
Metropolitan, therefore, emerges from 
underground, and at a very sharp grad- 
ient becomes a viaduct, passing along 
the middle of the boulevard. It Is very 
unsightly, as I have 
previously" ob- 


served, but it is a remarkable piece of 
engineering. 


Still more noteworthy is the work go- 
ing on under the Place de 1'Opera. Three 
stories, so to speak, of railways are 
there being constructed. One line from 
Auteull to the opera; another, from th<s 
Place du Danube, at the northeastern 
extremity of Paris, to-the Palais Royal, 
and a third, from Courcelles to MeniU 
montant, all reach or pass this epot; 
which will, thereforV, be the great.cen- 
ter of traffic, and there will be^a sta- 
tion serving all three lines, yet 'almost 
imperceptible from the surface. Just'as 
the Credit Lyonnaise has three, stories 
of vaults there will be three stories; of 
lines, with stairs so arranged aato rnaka 
ingress or egress easy. I do not speak 
of a projected line from Montmartre to 
Montparnasse, 
cutting Paris 
from 
north' to south and tunneling under the 
Seine, because this has not yet been be- 
gun. 


One result of the lines already opened 
is that several omnibus and tramway 
lines have been-given up'for want pt 
traffic, and that the. companies hava 
instituted action against tha municipal- 
ity for allowing the break up of a, 
monopoly, for which they -pay a con- 
siderable sum, 
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THE GUNNISON TUNNEL PROJECT. 


I 


T IS GRATIFYING to note that of the seven projects 


about to be iiudcrtaken by the United States govern- 
ment under the provisions of the new Irrigation law, the 


Gunnlson tunnel is one. This Offers in many respects one 
of the most satisfactory irrigation problems in the.west. 
There is water in great abundance in the Gunnlson river. 
It is obtained at a high altitude, and after traveling for 
several miles through this tunnel, it reaches the Montrose 
yaiiey, where about 100,000 acres are available for irri- 
gation. 


The cost of this project will approximate about $12 per 


acre, but the government will be amply repaid in the in- 
creased value of the land. Experience has shown that 
there is no more fertile land for fruit raising in Colorado 
than in this very valley. The difficulty has been here- j 
tofore, that the land was so high that the existing irriga- 
tion enterprises could not reach it. Hence, the only thing 
to do was to secure water from the Gunnison river higher 
up in the mountains. 


The enterprise was such an enormous one that private 


capital or even the state hesitated about entering upon it, 
but with the large funds available in the -United States 
treasury from the sale of arid lands, it was possible to 
begin the work and push it. rapidly to completion. As 
Boon, as it is completed the treasury of the United States 
••will be reimbursed for its expenditure, and the money 
'thus obtained will be made available for other Irrigation 
enterprises. 


There will be thousands of home-seekers who will be 


bnly too glad to take up the irrigated land in the valley 
at the price which the government may place upon it, for 
they know that the results arc sure. It would not be sur- 
prising to see an addition to the population of fully 25,000 
'Within three years of the time of completion of this tunnel. 
(The state of Colorado is to be congratulated that it is 
pne'of the states where the first of the government enter- 
prises is to be begun, and for which her representatives in 
congress have labored'so earnestly. 


PUEBLO'S RESPONSIBILITY 


T 


HE SHOCKING tragedy In Pueblo on Sunday night 


seems almost incomprehensible. One can Scarcely 
believe that bandits have become so bold as to enter 


a restaurant In the heart of the second city In" point of 
size in Colorado in the early evening and shoot down two 
inoffensive citizens. Tfce dying statement of one of the 
men furnishes a strong indictment of the authorities and 
of the police of Pueblo. He said, "I know that I am 
fatally wounded, for I feel that I will live but a few. 
minutes, but I want to say that when such things can be 
done in a city like Pueblo, there is something wrong 
with the police department." 


No one. of course, will blame the police for not being 


present at this particular time, but the fact that such 
a tragedy is possible, either through lack of police or 
Inefficiency of the members of the force, is in itself a 
severe arraignment of the city officials. A number of das- 
tardly crimes have been committed in Pueblo of late, and 
the city owes it to itself and to its good name and to its 
future to mint down the assassins and to see that such 
crimes are not repeated. 


INCREASE IN THE MILL LEVIES. 


THE CZAR'S REFORMS. 
• 


T 


HE CZAR of Russia has inaugurated a reform which 


may be designated as the entering wedge of liberty • 
for his subjects. While he insists that the orthodox 


church is the only church that he will ever do business 
with, his subjects are hereafter to have the liberty to 
worship in other ways and in such manner and form and 
to use such creeds as they may deem best. To Amer- 
icans who know no such thing as a state church, this does 
not seem like much of a concession. But in Russia, with 
its history ot despotism and autocracy, it will be a wel- 
come privilege. 


He nas also granted an extension of self-government 


to smaller communities, corresponding with the township 
organizations of the United States. 
This will be espe- 


cially pleasing to the peasant classes who have had little 
or no voice in their government, and who have felt very 
deeply the effects of the depression in agriculture, 'these 
reforms; let us hope, are but the beginning of greater 
measures of self-government for the future, so that within 
the next decade the Russian people may be enjoying, to 
a degree at least, the privilege of legislating in their own 
behalf. 


THE NEW BOULEVARD. 


A 


N ATTEMPT is being made in the legislature to in- 


crease the levy for the State university from one- 
fifth of a mill, as now designated by the constitution, 


to two-fifths o( a mill. This is a measure of doubtful 
.value. In preparing a list of regular appropriations for 


..,the state institutions, a good deal of care and forethought 
^•was given to the actual needs of these enterprises. If we 
[break away from the schedule already in existence, if one 
-institution's appropriation is doubled, there will be a never-

Hence the difficulty, if any, 
is not to be remedied'by increasing the mill tax, but by 
making a just and fair assessment of all the property In 
the state.

Young Peoples Society of Christian Endeavor next 
summer will be a notable event in the history 6f the 


state. It IB declared that there will not be less than 30,000 
delegates and visitors, and the number may reach 50,000. 
Those having the matter of accommodations in charge 
are already becoming bewildered over what they shall do 
to house this great influx of young people. Denver is a 
city of hotels and lodging houses, and yet the chances are 


1 that these will be taxed to their utmost capacity. 


The convention is bound to prove helpful to all Colo- 


rado, spiritually as well as financially. It should be the 
aim of every one in the Pike's Peak region—for thousands 
of these visitors will come here—to give them a cordial 
welcome, and to see. that they are not overcharged in any 
•way. If they are treated properly, they will prove to be 
of inestimable value in spreading abroad the glories of 
the scenery, the sunshine and the atmosphere o£ the 
Jlocky Mountain region. 


A POSSIBLE EXTRA SESSION. 


I 


T IS RELATED that President Roosevelt "holds himself 


free" to call an extra session of congress if he deems it 
desirable, in order to pass the Cuban reciprocity treaty. 


'As we suggested yesterday, the president had come to the 
conclusion that tho sanction of the lower house would not 
be necessary, and that the acceptance of the treaty by the 
senate would make an end of the matter. However, inas- 
much as leading members of the party have declared that 
it is necessary to secure the sanction of the representatives, 
and have permitted an amendment to that effect to be 
attached to the treaty, the measure will be of no avail 
until passed upon by the house. 


Nevertheless, it is to be hoped that the president will 


not deem it necessary to call a special session. The con- 
dition of the Cubans is not such as to demand that the 
United States go to this expense. Inasmuch as these is- 
landers have been able to getf along fairly well for several 
years without this treaty, it does seem as i£ they might 
be able to continue until the regular session of the con- 
gress. Moreover, it is not certain that the Cubans will be 
specially aided by the passage of the treaty, while it is 
absolutely certain that the Sugar trust and the Tobacco 
trust will be benefited to the extent of hundreds of thous- 
ands of dollars yearly. 


COLORADO CITY RESOURCES.

HE EBGION in and about Colorado City is especially 
'rich in natural resources. The place seems pecul- 
iarly fitted for manufacturing enterprises because 


of the nearness of these natural deposits, which eliminate 
the expense of a railway haul. The value of these re- 
sources was demonstrated years ago when a glass manu- 
facturer did a good business at Colorado City.

BOULEVARD to Palmer park running east and 
north from Cache la Poudre street will be a source 
of gratification to the many thousands of people 


in Colorado Springs who find delight and enjoyment in 
driving good horses. 
By means of this boulevard one 


may reach the eastern entrance of the park without 
crossing the railroad, and this in itself will be a matter 
of relief and satisfaction to all who drive. The ,rOad will 
also serve as a direct route to the park over a road that 
will not be cut into ruts by heavy teaming. It will serve 
to bring the park much nearer the city than by means 
of the old road, and many hundreds of persons will be- 
come acquainted with the natural beauties of the Austin's 
Bluffs region who might otherwise never go there. 


A good deal of work has been done already upon the 


park in the way o£ roads, bridle paths, fences and so on. 
It has been done skillfully, while at the same time re-

SOCIALISM IN THE EAST. 


A 


MATTER which is giving some concern to the poli- 
ticians is tho growth of Socialism in the state of 
Massachusetts. 
It is rather 
curious that the 


Bay State, long heralded as one of the most conserva- 
tive in the union, should .be the leading commonwealth in 
the propagation of theso peculiar ideas. Nevertheless, at 
the last general election, the Socialist party increased its 
vote fully 100 per cent over that of the year before, and 
while this vote was not sufficient to make any appreciable 
difference in the state election, it was of some importance 
at the later town and city elections. 


No town failed to register a substantial gain over the 


vote cast In November, and in two towns the Socialists 
almost completely overthrew the existing rulers and de- 
feated combinations of Republicans and Democrats. 
The 


Socialists are now the dominant party in three or four 
Massachusetts towns, and have a portion of the offices 
in some half dozen other towns. Socialism thrives to a 
large extent upon discontent. 
It represents, among its 


sincereBt advocates, an effort to remedy by radical means 
certain evils in the body politic. But whi!6 It may have 
temporary and occasional successes after the manner of 
Populism, it will soon bo perceived that Socialism is by 
no means a cure-all, and that most of its tenets are im- 
practical and dangerous. 


Mr, M. E. Ingalls, a business man, a railroad man of 


wide experience, is tho Citizens candidate for mayor of 
Cincinnati. To run that city as it ought to be run re- 
quires ability, energy and firmness, it requires little or 
no political acumen, because it is largely a business propo- 
sition. Nevertheless, Mr. Ingalls | is meeting with vig- 
orous opposition from the "bosses." One of these wor- 
thies is George Cox, who seeks to perpetuate his machine 
rule. ' Another is Senator Foraker, who believes that the 
Republican opponent of Mr. Ingalls should be elected. 
Foraker declares that "This is the beginning of the great 
campaign of next year, and if Ingalls is elected mayor, 
he will be In line for the governorship of Ohio and the 
presidency." 
This comment has a very familiar sound. 


Whenever the bosses can find no sound reason to oppose 
a candidate for-mayor, he must bo defeated for the "good 
of the party" and for the effect it will have upon the 
coming election. Sensible people will see no connection 
between the election of a business man to run an Ohio 
municipality in a businesslike way and the nomination of 
candidates for national offices upon strict party platforms 
next year. Such an appeal shows the desperate straits 
into which Senator Foraker and his associates have fallen. 


THE MEDICAL BILL. 


The governor of New.Hampshire has vetoed a. bill ap- 


propriating $50,000 for a sanatorium for the treatment of 
consumption. His reasons are novel to say the least- 
thai only ten per cent, of the people die of consumption, 
and that the methods of. treating the disease are still 
in a crude state,, Suppose the methods are crude, let u» 
hope that the physicians will learn something as tim« 
goes on. Meanwhile those who are asked to wait for A , 
perfect remedy may succumb to the malady.

HE MEDICAL bill fathered.In the Colorado house by 


Speaker Sanford is having a very tempestuous pass- 
age through the senate.and has not yet arrived at 


its destination. It has been amended'and re-amended until 
its originator could scarcely recognize it. 


The chief difficulty appears to be in a desire of various 


schools to secure recognition upon the state medical board 
in order that they may have "a friend at court", when they 
desire to secure a license to practice. Some of tho amend- 
ments are ludicrous. One of them, for example, provides 
that each doctor shall have upon his sign at his ofilce''or 
residence the name of his particular school printed in 
as large letters as his own name. 


•fhe design of this bill is to protect the public health 


and to prevent the public from being imposed upon by un- 
scrupulous; charlatans. It is, of course, not in the province 
of any medical society to say .by whom or by what school 
a sick person may be treated, but it is in their province 
to ascertain and insiet upon it that all persons claiming 
to be physicians and doctors of medicine shall have a suffi- 
cient knowledge of their profession to enable them to 
exercise reasonable judgment in its practice. 
The bill 


might be designated as a measure to prevent the unscrupu- 
lous from sailing under false colors. At any rate, where 
such an Important thing as the human body is under con- 
sideration, too much care can scarcely be taken' to see 
that It receives treatment from, those who have a fair 
conceptlou of its. structure and its functions. 


It seems little short of ridiculous that this" Leo Loeb 


should be imposing upon people to the extent indi- 
cated by the Associated Press dispatches from New York. 
The story of his ride down Uto pass last summer in which 
he warned, some half a dozen campers that a flood was 
coming has been magnified until now. the "wall of water 
was 175 feet high, and 7,000 citizens of Manitou were 
saved." 
Loeb undoubtedly deserves credit and reward, 


but not upon the basis that these stories would indicate.

DEER HUNTING IN AUTOMOBILES. 


The Idea of utilizing the automobile in deer-hunting has 


been introduced in the west. Mr. W. W. Prlye of Colorado 
Springs probably has,the honor of being the first one to 
go after deer find other big game In a motor car. Mr. 
Price has recently returned from a tour In which he was 
quite successful, and which covered several hundred .miles 
through the wildest portion of the state. Accompanied by 
Dr. C. E. Smith, Mr. Price started In a Winton car of about 
15-horse power, going through South park and Buena Vista, 
and climbing Ute pass, one of the moat difficult passages 
In the Colorado Roclsles. They entered the "Flat Top" 
country, as it is called, going directly to the deer ranges 
in the vehicle. Several fine specimens were shot, and the 
game "packed" on the front of tht touring-car to be 
brought back to their headquarters at the camp of the 
Montgomery Land andx Cattle company. 
During their trip the auto paused through a considerable 


portion of the country which has never bet'pre been visited 
by a chauffeur. Near the town of Meeker a band of deer 
actually followed the cftr aovne distance, apparently aston- 
ished at the strange animal. While within easy-range of 
the rifles carried by Mr. Price and his companions, no at- 
tempt was made to shoot them, as it was not considered 
sportsmanlike. 
/ 
The arrival of the huntsmen at Meeker caused a sensa- 
tion, as few In the town had ever seen such a vehicle, nnd 
it was the first to make Its appearance within the limits. 
The local paper, In commenting upon tho arrival, said: 
"The first automobile to make Its appearance in this valley 
arrived Tuesday evening, the distance between Rifle and 
Meeker having been covered in three and one-half houi'H, 
including stops and one slight breakdown. Mr. W. \V. 
Price and Dr. C. E. Smith were the passengers. The ma- 
chine was given a box-stall at Simp Harp's livery, and 
'Salty' was on hand with a new 50-foot ropf and a pair of 
hobbles to secure the thing. All the horses In the barn 
talked It Over that night, and concluded that when the roads 
were bad It would be the same old thing—double up and «et 
up In the collar. It will not prove as destructive en ihe 
range as sheep."—(Harper's Weekly. 


THE TELEGRAPH HABIT.

They send "a wire" with and with- 
out provocation. Even where time saving Is not an object, 
and a letter would do much more good, they call for a 
blank and scratch off 20 or 40 words.

WHY AMEHICANS HAVE SMALL FAMILIES. 
The great thing that keeps the size of American families 


down Is social and pecuniary ambition. There arc a lew 
thrifty parents in the land—farmers, miners, mill-workers, 
and the like—who look upon children as a potential source 
of Income, and raise a good many because their keep costs 
little, and'their labor is valuable. AVe don't approve of 
persons of that way of thinking. Our American feeling is 
that the parents should work for the children, but not the 
children for the parents, except In cases of special neces- 
sity. Almost ail of us want our children to be better off 
thaftiwe are ourselves. We would rather have two children 
and give them what we consider special advantages of nur- 
ture and education, than have five and be unable to do for 
all of them what we want done. We are Impatient of the 
common lot. Unless our children can rise above It, we 
think It a doubtful advantage to have secured them an 
entry In this world. 


• Now that Is not altogether a bad characteristic. 
It 
makes Tor progress to a certain extent, but we carry it too 
far. We are too prudent, too selfish, for. both ourserves 
and our offspring. It Is by no means the children who 
lave the most "advantages" that do best in the world, but 
those, rather, who are born with the best brains and bodies, 
and are hardest prodded by the spur of necessity. For the 
safce of pampering two children we forfeit the chance of 
drawing a great prize, among the three others that we 
might have and don't.' 
It is too bad about us Americans. The hope of our 
imendment lies in the possibility that we may come to 
bolter appreciation ot the pleasure there Is in raising good 
children tis compared with any other rival Interest that 
attracts us. We never will raise large families for the 
d of the country: never. The race may go hang, for 


all of us. But If more of us can corne to feel, what Is true, 
that the. right kind of children pay enormously in love, in 
entertainment, in all things that make life desirable, we 
may come to raise more of them,—(Harper's Weekly.

THE KEEPING OF LENT. 


Our generation is not irreligious, but the prevailing 
tendency Is to be more concerned about the conduct of life 
than about salvation. Perhaps we are rashly and ill-ad- 
vlsedly .calm about salvation, but our interest in it tends to 
Vje. Indirect. We incline to the feeling that our Immediate 
Concern is to make the most and the best of our lives, and 
that if we do that, whatever follows will take care of itself. 
Our use of Lent is determined by this general sentiment. 
We;don't so much try to square accounts and make direct 
and special progress towards heaven, as to fit ourselves 
for the,recurring duties of earth. AUd, of course, Lent sots 
otiseryance chiefly from women. Our leisure class Is nine- 
teriths women, and even the busiest women are better able 
to adapt their dally tasks to the Lenten duties they under- 
take than most men are. Business does not stop for Lent, 
though when old Trinity calls Wall street to prayers, many 
a man lays down his muck-rake and heeds the Invitation to 
his soul. The usual concerns of life go on, the children go 
forth to school, the bread-winner goes to his desk or his 
bench, the bread-maker to her dough. The fixed employ- 
ments and engagements do not budge, but the mistress of 
the house and the grown-up daughters can adapt their oc- 
cupations somewhat to the season. When a Lenten service 
comes In the morning, they can get to it if they choose', 
and when Professor Darley lectures on the Outlook for 
Civilization, their morning engagements can be arranged 
to include him also. Reading clubs are particularly active 
in Lent. So are all other women's clubs, a-nd what with 
the increased diffusion of ideas, and the moderate slacken- 
ing of the social pace that gives more time for sleep and re. 
flection, such social intercourse as is left Is not unlikely to 
be exceptionally remunerative. 


If all this does not seem like strict Lent-keeping, It must 


be remembered that this Is In the main a Protestant coun- 
try, and that not more than one-fifth of our population be- 
longs to either of the two churches that recognize Lent as 
a season which brings religious obligations. With the other 
four-fifths Lenten observances are a matter of taste, to be 
taken for what they are worth, and borrowed or declined, 
as convenience dictates.—(Harper's Weekly.

But worse than all else, in our opln- 
on. In this matter of "Criminal proced- 
ure, are the 
interminable 
delays In 


criminal cases, the methods followed 
n the make-up of trial Juries, the ex- 
reme latitude allowed to lawyers In 
.he defense of criminals, and the tech- 
ilcalltleB and subterfuges resorted to 
n securing appeals, new trials and re- 
versals of Judgment. A long list of 
specific 'cases 
before 
the 
criminal 
courts of this country In recent years 
might be cited, If necessary, In support 
of these assertions. 
We.believe that these delays and un- 
these frequent reversals of judgment 
on purely technical points, Operate as a 
direct and positive encouragement to 
some kinds of crime and are more re- 
sponsible than any other one thing for 
their present Increase, If the criminal 
classes reason ori these things, and it 
B reasonable-to suppose that they do, 
they may well take the ground that 
no matter what the offenses they com- 
mit, they stand more 
than 
a 
fair 
chance of escaping punishment, provid- 
ing-they, employ sufficient legal talent 
and kick up enough legal dust to ob- 
scure the course of Justice and delay a 
final Judgment until death, oblivion, or 
the ordinary accidents of life have dis- 
posed of them in some other1 way more 
regular If not moVe kindly. / 
All this .applies with special force to 


crimes against property, where, as the 
statistics show, .the 
Increase 
is the 
greatest, and to breaches 
of 
public 
trust such as nearly all our municipali- 
ties are reeking with today. It Is in 
precisely this class of crimes that 
wealth, high social connections, and po- 
litical Influence come, in to retard the 
course of Justiifi.i'W.not. as often hap- 
pens, to defeatjitp«nttrely.,, A .refresh-, 
Ing exception j»-.(he ,r;ule-here has re- 
cently occurred In St. Louis, but that 
only goes to prove the rule. 
But, as we have said, whatever may 


be the causes 
of these 
Increases of 


crime, disease and depravity, in our 
own country and elsewhere, they argue 
a condition of things that no one con- 
cerned for the well-being of humanity 
can rightly or 
safely 
Ignore. They 


mean, In a word, that unless our high 
and advanced civilization is •accom- 
panied With a corresponding, or greater, 
degree of moral and spiritual develop- 
ment, the work of the home and the 
tfhurch, the Increase of intelligence and 
material resource and advantage will 
be more ofpa curse to the world than a 
blessing.

The convention of Americna Road 


Makers, which met in Detroit Febru- 
ary 13 aud 14, was remarkable in this 
respect, that Mr. George Burns, the 
great labor leader and president of the 
Michigan labor union, advocated the 
use of prison labor, either in building 
roads or in preparing material to be 
used for hardening 
their 
surfaces. 


He is the first great labor leader to 
advocate this course, although it has 
been suggested by many speakers and 
writers on this question during the 
past ten years. Mr. Burns sees that it 
would be clearly in v the interest ot 
such prison labor to have the great 
army of prisoners now In the pails in 
the various states, who are doing no 
good for themselves and adding noth- 
ing to the common wealth, applied to 
the road proposition in some form or 
other. 
Many people object to a sug- 


gestion of this kind because they say 
that the use of such labor for such a 
purpose would have 'a contaminating 
influence In the community where the 
work IB done. 
But to avoid such a 


result, Mr. Burns showed how this 
labor could be applied in the prepara- 
tion 
of material, 
either 
brick 
or 


broken 
stone, where 
the 
prisoners 


could be worked in inclosures as they 
now are. 
The products BO produced 


Would not coine In contact with free 
labor, as the articles generally pro- 
duced by such labor do; consequent- 
ly by this course' you avoid competi- 
tion with the manufacturer who offers 
for sale the manufactured article, or 
competition with the free laborer who 
works to produce these articles, and 
at the same time the prisoner is receiv- 
iiig .more useful instruction, having 
more- healthful exercise and adding 
greatly in the course of years to the 
common wealth. 
If Mr. Burn's idea, 


which is undoubtedly a sound and 
wholesome one, should be adopted by 
the labor unions of this country gen- 
erally, it would bring to the road cause 
a very great and much needed aid. 


The great meeting of the automobile 


manufacturers of America, held 
in 


Chicago soon after this Detroit con- 
vention, February 20 and 21, develop- 
ed the fact that all of the automobile 
manufacturers of America are heartily 
in favor of some general plan of road 


building that shall be applicable to all 
the states in the Union. Being unani- 
mous in this view, they adopted a 
resolution indorsing the passage of 
the Brownlow bill which provides for 
a system of national, state and local 
co-operation in 
the permanent 
im- 


provement, of the public highways. 
It 


Is very evident from the logic of events 
that the time is rapidly approaching 
when the friends of the good roads 
cause will be able 
to 
unite 
many 


forces in favor of the 
general 
plan 


of road improvement that have here- 
tofore been either indifferent or hos- 
tile. The labor leaders generally have 
been hostile to the idea of applying tho 
prison labor to this work, but now 0110 
of the most progressive leaders of or- 
ganized labor has come forward and 
indorsed in the most hearty and intel- 
ligent way the Idea of applying this 
labor to the general welfare of tho 
community by building up the public 
roads. 
In order, however, that this 


shall be made possible the building 
authorities, in the various states and 
counties, must be provided with funds 
of money in order to obtain the proper 
machinery, engineering skill and ex- 
pert labor, so as to make use of tho 
army of prisoners who would bo put 
at their disposal under the new plan. 
In order to secure this necessary fund 
it is more and more evident that the 
aid of the national government should 
be called in to supply a portion of the 
money. 
This is all provided for by 


the Brownlow bill, which was not only 
indorsed by the Chicago convention, 
but also by the Detroit convention of 
American Road Makers. 


Every convention met to consider this 


question since the Brownlow bill wns 
introduced in congress has given an 
Indorsement to the bill and urged its 
passage. 
It is also encouraging to 


note in this connection that 
many 


members of congress are in favor of 
the bill, possibly a majority, and that 
the last session of congress, just ad- 
journed, increased the 
appropriation 


for the work of tho office of public 
roads inquiries, although 
the 
agri- 


cultural committee having the bill in 
charge in the house of representatives 
reported it- back, denying the increase 
asked for.

It promised 
to bring about a,new era of prosperity 
for the town, but after running a short 
time Mr. Fowler became Involved in a 
wrangle with the stockholders and the 
plant was closed down tight and has 
remained closed ever since. The build- 
Ing and plant are considerably out of re. 
pair from neglect, but a force of men 
will be put to work at once scouring it 
up, making repairs and getting it in 
shape to begin active operations at the 
earliest date possible. 


The Ouray Chief 
Mining company 


which acquired the Portland group of 
mining claims' in the amphitheater two 
miles east of town, is composed of men 
who have so far proven themselves en- 
dowed with the necessary energy, busi- 
ness ability and judgment to make 
their enterprise a success.

per, $1,006,108.31, and zinc, $2.544,993.48.

The character of the sandstone of 
this formation Is.such that it easily 
disintegrates from the action of the 
elements, hence, the hills are rounded 
and the formation is covered with sand 
and ciay not in Its regular strata, 
while the valleys are covered with wash 
to a great depth, but at certain points 
along these ravines, the wash and de- 
bris has been carried away by freshets, 
thereby exposing the surface features 
of the formation. 


The Tertiary formation consists of 
variegated sandstones and clays, which 
attain great depth, in some places, with 
occasionally, but not frequently, veins 
of soft coal appearing in the lower 
portions of the strata, also some fine 
beds of fire clay and other clays na-ve 
been opened In this formation. 


The Laramie. group of the Cretaceous 
is the upper portion of the Mesozoic age, 
and, in some localities, .is hardly dis- 
tinguishable from the'Lower Tertiary, 
consisting of the same sandstones and 
claya, with the addition (with depth) 
of limestone and shales contalning^nu- 
merous marine shells and'other fossils. 
The large coal fields of southern Colo-

Impromptu Oratory. 


Writing In the Christian Endeavor 


World, on the question, "Is There Such 
a Thing as Impromptu Oratory?" Wil- 
liam Mathews, LL. D., says, in part: 
Henri Frederic Amiel, writing In his 


thoughtful Journal about a conversa- 
tion he had held with some ladles of 
Geneva concerning a lecture of Pere 
Hyaclnthe, remarks that women of 'an 
enthusiastic temperament have a. curi- 
ous way of speaking of 
extempore 


preachers and actors. They imagine 
that inspiration radiates from a crowd 
as such and that Inspiration Is all that 
Is .wanted. 
"Could 
there be," .says Amiel, "a 


more'naif and childish explanation of 
what Is really a lecture In which noth- 
ing has been left to accident, neither 
the plan nor the metaphors, nof even 
the length of the whole, nor where ev- 
erything has been prepared with the 
greatest care? ' 
/ 
"But women, In th'etr love of what Is 


marvelous, prefer to ignore all this. 
The meditation, the labor, the calcu- 
lation of effects, the -art, in a word, 
which have gone to the making Of It, 
diminishes for them the value of the 
thing; ana they prefer to believe it 
fallen from heaven, or sent down from 
•on high. They ask .for bread, but can- 
not bear the Idea of a baker. 
"The Sex'is superstitious, and hates 


to understand what It wishes to ad- 
mire. It would vex It t6 be forced to 
give 'the smaller share to feeling, and 
the larger share'to thought. It wants to 
believe thatadmagina-tlon 
can do . the 
work of reasemv!'ana feeling the-work 
of science. Therefore to them. Study, 
reflection, technique, count for noth- 
ing. 
The improvlsatoro mounts 
the 


tripod, 
. . . and conquers the ap- 
plause of .the dazzled-assembly.". 


It Is not women only, as Amiel seems 


to imply, that hold the "childish" no- 
tion of which he complains. Often we 
hear intelligent men speak In the same 
way of what they regard 
as "Im- 
promptu" oratory. 
Because he does 
not see with his own eyes the pains- 
taking preparation of the orator, and 
because the circumstances under which 
an electrifying speech has been deliv- 
ered, or some of its allusions or Illus- 
trations seem to forbid any Idea of 
previous preparation, the hearer Jumps 
to the conclusion that It was a spon- 
taneous effort and cost no labor. 
It is owing to this delusion that when 
a preacher, a lawyer, senator, or other 
public man, Is-desired to address the 
people-at: a temperance or missionary 
inee_tine, or at tho opening- of an acad- 
emy, 
an asylum, or a/ "home," he Is 


often asked to do so at a few hours', 
or possibly a day's, notice, and Is told 
that he Is -asked because he is "always 
so -ready," that he "will not need to 
prepare," that only an offhand talk" 
is wanted, arid that it will take but 
little of his time, etc. 
Some persons seem to think that elo- 
quence Is a godlike gift that requires 
no preparation, no previous study or 
discipline, but springs into bellig like 
Minerva from the head of Jupiter, clad 
in full panoply. 
It Is even supposed 


by many to detract from the merit Of 
a public speaker if he is known to 
have meditated on a subject long and 
deeply before getting on his legs, and 
especially if -he Is known to have care- 
fully written,out and polished and re- 
polished the glowing periods- to which 
he has given utterance. 


If inspiring ofatory Is so easy a thing 


as many women suppose, why docs It 
never occur to them to ask, as Amiel 
says, "how it is that women, so rich 
in heart and imagination, have never 
distinguished themselves as orators— 
that la, havel never known how to com- 
bine a multitude of facts, ideas, and 
Impulses into one complex unity," so 
as to electrify an assemblage of their 
fellow beings and Impel them to- some 
great common effort?

Needi of an Appropriation for Women 
at the St. Louis Fair. 


There seems to be some disappoint- 


ment that there is to be no Woman s 
building ut the Louisiana Purchase ex- 
position at St. Louis. 
Whether this shall be a detriment to 


woman's work in the exposition de- 
pends upon the use to which this build- 
Ing waa to be devoted. . . . , , - 
. 
At the centennial In Philadelphia In 


1876, 
the first distinct woman's build- 
ing was erected for fair purposes. Here 
was found all there was of woman s 
work In the fair, and we all remember 
how disappointed we were at the meagre 
display of embroideries, 
fancy work, 


carved work,-etc. 
When the board of lady manager of 
the Columbian exposition was appoint- 
ed by act of congress "to have charge 
of all -matters- pertaining to the Inter- 
ests of women," congress in that act 
appropriated $200,000 for a woman s 
building. When'the board of lady man- 
agers met, one of the first resolutions 
adopted was that "there shall be no 
separate woman's exhibit," and that trie 
building shall not be used for exhibits 
but as a great national home for the 
women of the country. There was great 
unanimity in the sentiment that the 
time had come when woman should 
take her place beside her brother in aU 
the exposition buildings; when her work 
nhould be Judged upon Its merit, and 
that it should claim award because it 
was worthy, rather than because It 
was tho work of a woman. Hence wo- 
man's work was exhibited in the Fine 
Arts building, In Liberal Arts-, in fact, 
in nearly every building on the grounds 
creditable exhibits of woman's work 
work were installed. 
' , . , . . 
As an illustration. I may say, that 


the committee on fine arts reported 
work exhibited by 1769 women artists. 
There were paintings In oil and water 
colors, 220 exhibits in sculpture,- and in 
liberal arts their exhibits were almost 
'countless.' In the Manufacturers' build- •• 
Ing the percentages given by manufac-: 
turers, representing the work of women 
in these exhibits, was certainly aston- 
ishing. Perhaps' the most surprising: 
were the exhibits of women ill mines 
and rhlping-fnot merely large collec-, 
tlons Of wWL'Rlasslfied metals.and.min- 
erals but'exhibits by women, who own- 
ed and operated their own mines and 
assayed their own metals. 


While the Woman's building was it- 
self an exhibit (being designed, and dec- 
orated by 'jvomen) It was not Intended 
for an exhibit building but for social 
and philaTithrppic purposes. 
Later, 


however, it did receive exhibits, of for- 
eign women mostly, which were receiv- 
ed too late 'for' classification in the gen- 
eral exhibit. Displays of woman's work 
not placed for award were found there, 
in view of the great advance from 


1876 to 1S93, we could not believe that 
the- board of managers at St. 'LOuis 
would for a moment think of utilizing 
a. woman's building for exhibits, but if 
they chose tb exercise one of the recog- 
nized prerogatives of woman, namely, 
home-maker, it would be fitting that 
they should have control of one build- 
ing' for headquarters and where they 
could Invite the thousands of. women 
who will visit the fair, where fiuiet rest- 
ing and reading rooms-" would furnish 
tired women with a more private re- 
sort thari could be provided In any of 
the more public exhibition buildings. 


It would seem but Just. If a board of 


women are deemed essential to the suc- 
cess of the fair, that they should have 
an adequate portion of thq five million 
appropriated by congress for the ex- 
penses of the great exposition. 
We 


feel that the commissioners of the Lou- 
isiana Purchase exposition will see that 
the able women who .are appointed to 
help In this work .will not be left empty- 
handed, for certainly without adequate 
means they can accomplish little. If, 
however, the work of women was to be 
Judged by the display In a' woman's 
building alorte, It would be no misfor- 
tune If no building was provided. I may 
say In closing, that the notable work 
clone -by women In the Columbian ex- 
position was largely due. to the very 
generous appropriation made by con- 
gress for their use.—(Helen M. Barker, 
In Union Signal.

HETHER the efforts of the 


Audubon society, are meeting 
with greater results, or more 


women are'becoming interested in the 
protection of birds, the new spring 
hats are conspicuous by the absence of 
feathers, says the Post and Express, 
Rochester, N. Y. Birds are few, and 
wings are also scarce.
